Egypt Drops 
Suez Talks, 
Nehru Says 


Observers Expect 
Nasser To Reveal 
Pact With Russia 


L O N D O N - UP - Egypt’s 
President 
Gamal 
Abdel Nasser 
will reject the invitation to his 
government to attend the London 
Suez conference and fly to Mos­ 
cow for urgent t a l k s instead, 
Egyptian sources in Moscow re­ 
ported today. 
These sources said Nasser will 
arrive in the Soviet capital Aug.
